THE STORY OF A NEIGHBOR.

THE LAST STAGES OF DEATH. 
In the alley two more of the cliildren were 
found, both mutilated and shot through the 
head. The barn was next visited, and in the 
hay-loft was found the two oldest children, 
boys of 17 and 15, 
THEIR BODIES HACKED IN MANY PLACES, 
and both dying, bemg shot through the brain. 
When discovered, all were dead except one 
girl and the mother. The mother died. in 
half an hour after she was discovered. The 
child is stil! alive this afternoon, although 
RECOVERY IS NOT EXPECTED. 
The Coroner’s jury this afternoon returned 
a verdict that the wife and children came to 
their death by the hands of the husband and 
father, and that he committed suicide, while 
laboring under a fit of insanity.

THE SPOILS SYSTEM AND THE CURE. | 

The English, who have passed through the 
trials of a changeable Civil Service, and have 
had their own experience with the evils inci- 


dent thereto, know how to estimate the 


dangers of a system in which place is sub- 
ject to influence, greed, and whim. Ten years 
ago Mr. Gladstone, then as now Prime Min- 
ister, congratulated his people upon the 
thoroughness of the reform that had been 
worked out in the Civil Service of Great Brit- 
ain, “We have been 2 he said in 
speech delivered at Greenwich, “to remove 
the barrierg of nomination, patronage, job- 
bing, favoritism in whatever form, and every 
man belonging to the people of England, if 
he so pleases to fit his chiidren for the posi- 
tion of competing for places in the public 
service, may do it entirely irrespective of the 
question what is his condition in life or the 
amount of means with which he may hap- 
pen to de or not to be blessea.” The best 
aim of politics in this country is to 
place the American Civil Service in such a 
shape that the great army of subordinates, 
‘drilled in the service, may be sure of 
ping their places without regard to their 
political: bias and uneffected by any change 
in parties. English thinkers fully recognize 
the importance of this reform to American 
institutions, and Guiteau’s attempt on the 
President's life, growing directly out of the 
vicious spoils system which prevails, is

A MERCANTILE LIFE. 


The wager of the life-insurance agent that |

business in this city in 1870 have failed, sus- 
pended, or compromised, and settled in the 
affirmative by R. G. Dun & Co.’s commercial 
ageney, furnishes a significant commentary 
on the perils of trade. As the TrupuNé has 
already said, it goes far to sustain Gen. Dear- 
born's estimate of forty vears ago, that no 
more than 3 per cent of the individuals 
who embark in trade end lite with success. 
We presume by success is meant unbroken 
solvency during the business experience of. 
the merchant, and final accumulation of.a 


United States are full of instances of indi- 
vidual merchants and firms who have settled 
or compromised with their creditors several 


times, and finally sueceeded,—succeeded at | 
. i pt Rae | year’ssalary. It is doubtful whether he will 


ever be physically a strong man again. Why 
should not a number of the wealthy men of 


the expense of their creditors. But this is 
not the duccess intended by Gen. Dearborn.

So that of the ten successful mer- 
chants out ofa hundred, those who 
succeed at the expense of their creditors are 
as seven to three of those who win success 
by the highest degree of mercantile merit. 


With ninéty utter failures, seven successes | 


which involve the misfortune or wreck of 


others, and only three untarnished successes | 


in a hundred, the ambition to enter merean- . 
_ oecur, the President need only jook back to 


tile life is simply unaccountable. Of course 


the small percentage of successful merchants | 


have to calculate upon the failures which 
will‘ inevitably occur. 
the losses they are sure toincur through these 
failures,—provide. for them by increasing 
the otherwise sufficient profit of each trans- 
action. In this way the publie must pay the 
loss of each failure, In other words, the con- 
sumer is taxed to pay the expense of ninety 
complete failures and seven partial failures 
in every hundred mercantile experi- 
ments. This expense @&gregates scores of 
millions of dollars in this country 
alone every year. The sum of losses by the 
failure of merchants in good seasons is very 
large, andin seasons of commercial depres- 
sion it is vast. It is evident that ninety- 
seven in every hundred merchants mistake 
their avocation. Only three in a hundred 
are exactly fitted for the business they un- 
dertake. They are the “fittest” who sur- 
vive by virtue of ability and integrity; the 
seven who stirvive by levying contributions 
on their creditors cannot be regarded as the 
“ fitvest ’ according to the Darwinian theory. 
Of the ninety who go down without even a 
struggle to settle or “compromise,” they 
answer to the received definition of dirt,— 
matter out of place.“ 

Out of this investigation the question log- 
ically springs: Is not failing in business 
made too easy In this country?’ If com- 
promises,” “settlements,” and “failures” 
carry with them no disgrace, it is but natural 
that thousands should take the risk of 
them in the contest for the great 
prizes which are the reward of suc- 
cess. The distinction \in the public 
mind between the three merchants in a hun- 
dred who succeed legitimately and the severf 
who succeed by questionable compro- 
mises” or “settlements” is very ‘slight. 
And too many of the ninety who fail utterly 
retire with large sums of money which be 
long honestly to their creditors. Doubt- 
less the life-insurance agent, in depicting the 
perils of mercantile ventures, urged the pro- 
priety of the merchant fortifying himself 
against disaster by insuring his life for the 
benefit of his family. This is .a legitimate 
argument when addressed to the merchant 
in solvent condition, but the life-insurance 
agent’s intimate acquaintance with the shaky 
finances of nine-tenths of the commercial 
community teaches him that an equal pro- 
portion of the money he receives in premiums 
comes not from the merchant but from 
the merchant’s creditors, who will soon be 
called upon, in the natural course of events, 
to consent to u composition of his claim, 
while the shaky merchant will retire with a

THE NIV ULM 10RNADO. 
The fearful tornado which swept through 


‘the little Town of New Ulm, in Minnesota, 


on Saturday last, like a besom of destruction, 
recalls similar calamities which occurred at 
Comanche, la., some years ago, and in Mis- 
souri last year. The “ properties,” if wemay 
use that dramatic term, of the hurricune 
were the same,—a black, swiftly-whirling 
cloud suddenly emerging from the clear sky 
like an apparition and turning the brightness 
of day almost into the darkness of night: 
rushing forward with terrific speed and ti- 
tanic force and sweeping everything before 
it; raging and roaring jike a wild beast; car- 
rying alung with it and whirling about in its 
core all kinds of débris which it has torn 
from the ground_and dragged into its inky 
funnel; vivid ligittnings flashing in its black 
whirls, and deafening thunder adding Its ter- 
ror to the noise of the storm! With such a 
combination of the terrible forces of Nature 


let loose it Is little wonder that the most 
superstitious of the people at New Uim 
thought that the Last Day was at hand. 


Darkness, thunder and lightning, fire 
and destruction on every hand! The mind 
can hardly conceive any additional terrors 
that would attend the final dissolution of the 
worid. 

The havoc caused by these hurricanes, es- 
pecially the completeness of the destruction, 
is something which no one can comprehend 
who has not witnessed the scene of ruin 
after the hurricane has passed. It is not 
only as if a terrible foree had been expended, 
but as if there were a demoniac fury which 
had urged on the hurricane to its work of 
destruction. Nothing escapes its rage. It 
assails and demolishes everything in its path- 
way, not alone large buildings, which are 
prominent objects of attack. but little things 
that would seem too insignificent to be no- 
ticed. The same force that attacks and de- 
stroys a great church seizes a book, tears out 
its leaves and twists up its covers like a 
corkscrew, plucks the feathers from a fowl, 
or whirls some little article of furniture for 
miles through the air and then distributes it 
piecemeal in evéry direction, and in its ec- 
centric moods whirls a house round $6 that 
it faces another point of the compass or 
sends a piano upon an air voyage and sits 
it down right side up in some marshy spot 
where it waits for its owner, as if nothing 
had happe ned to it. The force of these fear- 
ful monsters is as had to comprehend, as 
their effects and, figurey give little idea of 


hour? Such a force as this, adding to the 
pressure of its horizontals motion its rotary 
motion, lifting up éverythiag from the earth 
and tearing it to pieces, would crumble 
everything, even the heavie$t materials, into 
impalpable vowder. The tornado at New 
Ulm seems to have been destitute of none of 
the features which have been observed of 
others. It has been noticed that after 
the first destruction there comes 4a 
lull, but in the course of from five 
minutes to five hours the wind bursts with 
additional force from an opposit direction. 
This was the case at New Ulm. The first 
storm came from the west and lasted about 
fifteen minutes. Then there was a short lull, 
and while the victims were congratulating 
themselves that the storm was over, another 
from the east fell upon them, and what little 
the first had spared was swept away by the 
second. ) 

There is a sentimental side to this dread- 
ful calamity. This is the second time the 
people of New Ulm have been visited by 
tornadoes. They are mostly poor people, and 
in almost a second of time everything they 
had on earth has been swevt away from 
them. The loss of half a million of dollars 
to them means what millions upon millions 
would mean in Chicago, for instance. Surely 
they deserve the sympathy and assistance of 
all charitably-disposed persons, the more so 
that they are a hard-working, industrious 
people.

This talk about 
his ever being forced to the wali?-s@gard as ab- 
surd. A man of his Off#atrwr view has not 
left himself naked on any side. As far as these 
cats and dogs are concerned,’ said the broker, 
“which have Deen forced up to aun extravagant 
price, I don't .believe there would be any sale 
for them at all it there should bea rapid panic 
in this country. It bas been a common thing 
here to take some old Southern railroad, put a 
million of money into it,. and then stock and 
bond it up to six or seven millions, aud hold it 
up to that figure in the quotations. It won't 
survive a spell of sharp weather.” 


THE bicyele riders in New York have 
made a test case asto their right to wheel in 
Central Park. The Hartford Courant says: 
Choosing a carriage-drive at the upper end of 
the park, they wheeled away for several hours 
before the patrolman would see them and place 
them under arrest. But at last their longings 
were rewarded by being locked up, they prefer- 
ring incarceration to furnishing bai. They are 
backed by the bicycle manufacturers, the clubé 
of the city. and by the organization of the 
‘cyclists known as the League of American 
Wheelmen. The case is being heard by a ref- 
eree and attracts crowds of interes specta- 
tors. Parties whose horses have becn fright- 
ened at any time by their mechanical rivals, 
testify for, the Park Commissioners, and then 
have to undergo sharp cross-Questioning as to 
the number of horses frightened by wheeibar- 
rows, trained bears, steam-cars, bands of music, 
and other things, which oceasion dozens of run- 
aways daily. The riders say that city borses 
have become so used to seeing bicycles that they 
could ride from one end of Fifth avenue to the 
other without finding a horse that would take 
any notice of them. It looks as if in time the 
park will be open to the wheelmen under cer- 
tain restrictions.”

He met with 
temptation and fell, but I believe that he could 
be cured and made a usefutanan. He was work- 
ing hard for an education, and, so far aa I know, 
pad no bad habits.

CROP-PROSPECTS. 
III INOIS. 


. Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
GALESBURG, III., July 18.—There is much 


speculation as to the final result of the depre- 


dations of the army-worm, which has made 
its appearance in some sections in this coun- 
ty. As is usual when any great scourge vis- 
its a country. our farmers are very much 
alarmed, and the reports are very highly col- 


ored. That the army-worm has made its ap- 


pearance is an uncontrovertable fact, but 


that it is laying waste everything green in its | 


track is far from the truth. It has attacked, 
and in some instances destroyed, whole fields 
of oats. Your correspondent knows of one 


farmer who has commenced cutting his oats, © 


and the race seems to be very close between 
thefarmer and the worms as to which shall 
seciire the most of the field first. Other 
grain, such as wheat and rye, is beyond the 
reach of the worm in this section. Late 
planted corn will also be more or less injured 
wherever this worm makes its appearance. 
Thus far the work of these pests seems to be 
confined toa section west of this city bor- 
dering on Warren County. Several farmers 
in that vicinity have lost a dozen or more 
acres of oats each. The worms first showed 
themselves ten or fifteen miles west of here 
in Warren County, and reports that seem 
worthy of credence state that the worms 
have stripped some farms of every green 
thing on them. These accounts rep- 
resent the devastation more complete than 
that produced by the grasshoppers in Nebras- 
ka and some portions of Kansas a few years 
ago. I apprehend, however, that, on account 
of the lateness of the season, the army-worm 
will not doa great amount of damage, ex- 
cept, possibly, in some isolated sections. It 
certainly is to be hoped that this may prove 
to be the case. The early sweetcorn has 


been very much injured by a worm that re- 
sembles in some particulars the army-worm. 
Yaur correspondent has seen very little 
early corn brought to market yet this season 
that is fit for use.

Watertown, Wis., July

POTATOES AND TOBACCO, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—The follow- 
ing reports, showing the condition, acreage, 
etc., of gpetatoes and tobacco throughout the 
country Guly 1, were issued from the De- 
partment of Agriculture to-day: 5 / 

Potatoes—There has been an increase of 2 
per cent in area in potatoes throughout the 
whole country since 1880. The increase is 
general in all sections. The States of New 
York and Michigan report an increase of 5 
per cent each, Missouri an increase of 6 per 
cent, and Ohio a decrease of 2 per cent. The 
condition of the crop is reported to be very 
high. Insect injuries are reported in many 
localities, but the damage will be slight. 

Tobacco—The acreage of tobacco is largely 
im excess of last year, particularly in Mary- 
land, Virginia, Kentucky, but in view of 
the large decrease in 1880 in these 2 
owing to the scarcity of plants, the area wil 
not be greater this year than in 1879. The 
condition of the crop is reported higher than 
last year at the same time.

DO THE BEST THEY COULD. 

“Do you think any of them will make their 
awn. pies?” 

There are not many of them who have the 
facilities. I bave, but then there are difficulties 
in the way, oneof which is almost insuperable. I 
bavea splendid oven in which [ could bake all the 
pics I need, but then, suppose my pie-baker turns 
up missing some morning, where am |? The 
large bakers employ eighteen to twenty pie- 
bakers each, and every now and then a couple 
of them go off on aspree. This makes no differ- 
ence tothem; the balance can attend to the 
work. But in my case, if my one pie-baker 
chooses to do the same thing my whole business 
is demoralized. That is the great biock in the 
way of our making our own pies. 

Do you think. the restaurant-keepers will 
cut down the size of the sltee?“ 

They could not afford to do that. Their cus- 
tomers would leave them immediately. I know 
that if Lattempted it my business would be at 


once broken up. The new price gives us five 


cents’ protit on each pie, and we shall have to do 
the best we can under the circumstances.” 

It seems, after all, that tne pie-biter is not to 
suffer by the change. In the meantime, a 
geometrical problem is offered to the inventive, 
in the solution of which there is millions. To 
give it an orthodox enunciation it should run: 

“To divide a minve-pie,.or some other va- 
riety of pie, as the case may be, into five equal 
parts, so that each of said parts shall containa 
right angle.“ 

As an adaition to that book of Euclid, which 
teaches the methods of subdividing circles, the 
solution of tue problem will be a vaiuable addi- 
tion to science; but to the pie-seiler it will have 
a ¥ulue beyond all computation. |

CAMP-MEETING SKETCHES. 


An Old-Timer Relates Some Old- 
Time Reminiscences. 


Sunday ‘Happenings at Tippe- 
canoe Battle-Ground. 


Harrison, the Boy Preacher, Care- 
fully Sketched.

TIPPECANOE BATTLE-GROUND, July 17.— 
I’m here at a camp-meeting; but if anybody 
thinks Lintend slopping over about enthu- 
siastic worshipers in God's green groves, à la 
Druids, he will be disappointed. This camp- 
meeting is one ot the Moody and Sankey 
kind, supporting all the aceessories of a grand 
tabernacle, retiring, experience, conference 
rooms, comfortable seats, kerosene reflectors 
lavishly distributed, thirteen-stop organs, 
trained choir, and a two-story hotel under the 
tabernacle gable, where hash, ice cream, and 
cabbage-leaf cigars are sold at metropolitan « 
prices. 

By astretch of imagination we ‘are in the 
woods, but no more so than a Nord Seit 
lager-beer hall is on Sängerfest day. When 
I was a boy they didn’t have camp-meetings 
in this style, alas for the degeneracy of the 
age. Those were good, old-fashioned, primi- 
tive love-feasts where a week’s stayin the 
deep, dark, greem woods was of as much ben- 
efit to the corporeal as the free dispensing of 
the Gospel was to the spiritual man. The 
camp-meeting of my boyhood’ was the event 
of the year, in common with the circus and 
the tpolitical barbecue. Camp-meeting was 
what our Methodist brethren called their an- 
nual picnics, but the old hard-shell Baptists 
always called theirs an association.

MeMullen’s blue devils had been put to flight 
and the Boy Preacher led his flock beside the 
still waters, and even the little lambs did 
skip and play. 
THE SECRET OF HARRISON’S POWER 
over the people lies in his magnetism, as I 
said, but that magnetism he catches from the 
opie by first charging them with his own 
yish cheerfulness. Had he the education 
he would be a Robert Collier; had he the 
years of experience and the application he 
would be a John B. Gough. As it is, he is 
simply Thomas Harrison the Boy Preacher, 
and while he isdoing much good, that good is 
ofan evanescent character. The example of 
his life is more tothe sinner than his ser- 
mon, for his life is as pure as a young girl’s, 
while his sermons may hardly be called by 
that name.

The Defense Which the Publish- 
ers Intend Making. 


Readers of THe TRIBUNE will remember that 


Col. Iugereoll, the gifted theological lconocisst, — 


began a suit not long use @gainst one Rhodes, 
of this city, for an infringement of copyright in 
convecnon with certain lectures which the 
piaintiff had delivered here frum time to time. 
and which the defendant, without the fear of 
Bob’s wrath and the sacrednessof his copyright 
before his eyes, proceeded to publish in 
pam phiet form and dispose of to the world at so 
muth per copy.

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MECHANICAL EDUCATION. 


Ex-Pedagog Criticised and Education 
in Mechanical Arts Defended. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, July 18.—I have watched the progress 
of the controvesy between the Pedagogs” and. 
Tux TRIBUNE in regard to making mechanical 
education a branch of public-school instruction 
with considerable interest, and, as the editor of 
THE TRIBUNE is probably growing weary of the 
contention, and having plenty of other topics 
on band, I wish the space for a brief criticiam of 
* Ex-Padagog’s”’ last fulmination. 

It is very natural, very human, that a contro- 
vertist should desire to confine the right of mere 
assertion to bis side of the controversy; and, if 
the question be one of the substitution of a new 
for an old system of ethics or practice, the cham- 
pion of the old, if allowed to rest on dogma- 
tism, may makea very good prima facie case. 
If in addition to this the controvertist is per- 
mitted, without challenge, to misstate the main 
proposition of his opponent, he may make 
his position impregnable. This is the precise 
attitude, as it strikes me, that “Ex-Pedagog” 
evidently desires. to hold in the controversy 
on the subject of reform in educational meth- 
ods. Following is the main proposition of those 
who favor making mechanical education a 
branch of public instruction: * Abstract ali the 
mechanical processes, ‘and manual arts, and 
typical tools of the trades and occupations of 
men, and arrange a systematic course of in- 
struction in the same, and then incorporate it 


into our system of education. Thus, without 
teaching any one trade, we teach the essential me- 


This proposition has been stated several times 
in ‘ine TRIBUNE within the last tour months, in 
the articles in which Ex-Pedagog’”’ says he has 
been * much interested.“ But immediately on 
the heels of this assertion of interest he 
says, in his communication of ten days ago: 
Lou say, teaen the use of tools in com- 
mon schools.’ Very well; but the use of what 
tools, pray? What trades shall be taught in our 
common schools? Upon what principie shall the 
selection be made? Now, what does Ex- 
Pedhgog" say when confronted with couclusive 
evidence of bis willful misstatement of his op- 
pouent's main proposition? He says: “I am 
very well aware that no attempt is made in 
the proposed schemes of industrial education 
to teach any particular trade, The attempt is 
not made because it would be impossible to carry 
any such attempt to fruition.’ Here is effronut- 
ery and dogmatism combined in equal parts. 
Ex-Pedagog refutes bis own statement ot ten 
days ago, and illustrates his insistence that he 
shoul not have been understood to 
moun just what by a dogmat-

But Ex- Pedagog apologizes. Here is bis apology: 
“TI put my —. 4 in the shape I did so as to 
bring the absurdity of any such attempt as 
vividly as possible before the minds of those 
who had not followed out the thought to its ro- 
mote consequences.“ Ah! Ex-Peda thinks 
it necessary to/muke a misstatement in order to 
make himself understood! I beg to suggest to 
him that Tue TRIBUNE has a very intelligent 
constituency,.and that it is wise in one who ad- 
dresses them to be careful of his facts. And 
right here I must remind Ex-Pedagog that he has 
fallen into another error. It is not true, as he. 
assumes, that no attempt is made in [any] of 
the schemes of industrial education to teach 
any particular trade.“ Schools for instruction 
in particular trades were est@biished in Russia 4 
hundred years ago.
